The School Warrant was read by School Moderator William 
P. House. 


Business meeting called to order at 6:30 P.M. with salute to 
flag and prayer by the Rev. Mary P. Upton. 


Continuing under Article 1, William P. House was reelected 
Trustee of Trust Funds for 3 years. 


Fire Wards: Ralph Clark, Gordon Getty, Justin Chamber- 
lain, Alton Chamberlain, David Schmitt, and William Bemis. 


Surveyors of Wood and Lumber: John F. Priest and William 
P. House. 
Fence Viewers: John F. Priest and Ralph B. Bemis. 


Harrisville Beach Committee: Mary Gilman, Jacqueline Getty, 
Warren Thayer and Sandra Harlow. 


Chesham Beach Committee: Robert Lake and Roy Williams. 
Library Trustee: Marjorie Colony was reelected for 3 years. 


Article 2: To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


A motion to accept the Budget as printed on pages 12 & 13 
of the Town Report passed. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and Town Treasurer to borrow money on the credit of the 
Town in anticipation of taxes. 


A motion to accept as printed passed. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to accept One Hun- 
dred Dollars ($100.00) received from the Alfred Watt Estate for 


care of cemetery lot. 


Motion to accept as printed was made and an amendment 
was offered to accept $200.00 from the Wellington Wells estate 
for the same purpose. The amendment passed and the motion as 
amended also passed. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $405.00 in support of the operating cost of the 
Elliot Community Hospital for the year 1967. 


A motion to accept as printed passed. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to install a street light 
in front of the residence of John Sutcliff on the Lake Skatutakee 
Road and to appropriate $50.00 for same. (By request). 


A motion to accept as printed passed. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $600.41 if the State will contribute $4,002.73 of 
TeReA. Funds, 

A motion to accept as printed passed. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum 
not exceeding $13,800.00 for the purpose of rebuilding the Bonds 
Corner Road in East Harrisville under the T.R.A. Accelerated 
Program. Such sum to be raised through the issuance of notes un- 
der and in compliance with the provisions of Chapter 241 RSA, as 
amended, and to authorize the Selectmen to determine the date and 
place of payments of such notes and to determine the rate of in- 
terest thereon, and to take such other steps as may be necessary to 
negotiate such notes as shall be to the best interest of the Town of 
Harrisville. 

A motion to accept as printed passed. 


Article 9: To see what action the Town will take to accept 
as a gift the meeting house known as the Vestry from the Congre- 
gational Society subject to certain restrictions and contingencies in 
the proposed deed. 

A motion to accept as printed passed. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase a new fire truck at a price not to exceed 
$18,500.00. Said truck to be that unit which in the opinion of the 
Town Fire Wards is the best suited and in the best interest of the 
Town. The sum of $18,500.00 to be raised as follows: To withdraw 
$2,000.00 from the Capital Reserve Fund. To raise $3,000.00 by 
taxes in 1967. The balance of $13,500.00 to be raised by the is- 
suance of five equal notes of $2,700.00 each. The first note coming 
due in 1968 and one note coming due each year for a period of 
four years thereafter. To further authorize the Selectmen to deter- 
mine the date and place of payments of such notes and to deter- 
mine the rate of interest thereon, and to take such other steps *° 
may be necessary to negotiate such notes as shall be to the vest in- 
terest of the Town of Harrisville. 


A motion to accept as printed passed. 
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Article 11: To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to serve as matching funds to those donated as a gift 
from Wellington Wells, Jr. Such monies to be ‘used for improve- 
ments to Willard Hill Cemetery. 


A motion to raise One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) was 
so voted. 


Article 12: To hear reports of agents, committees or officers 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


The Moderator called attention to the various reports of the 
agents, committees and officers chosen as printed in the Town Re- 
port and a motion to accept as printed passed. 


Article 13: To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. 


Warren Thayer gave a report of the settlement of the damage 
suit against the Town as a result of a woman falling through the 
bridge at Russell Reservoir. 


Mr. Thayer also called attention to the fact that another road 
has to be built at Russell Reservoir. 


After such discussion it was voted to have a committee of 3 
to serve as a committee to work with the School Committee and 
Selectmen to draw up a set of rules and regulations in regards to 
the use of the School Building for public gatherings and suppers. 


The Committee chosen was Ralph B. Bemis from the Firemen, 
Jennie Main from the Ladies Aid and William P. House as the 
third member. 


The question of oiling the East Side Road at Silver Lake was 
discussed at considerable length. 


Attention was called to the ‘hospital bed bought by Civil De- 
fense funds but no mattress. Also a wheel chair given to the Town. 
Available by contacting the Selectmen. 


A motion to close the Polls came at 8:00 P.M. and was so 


voted. 


The ballots were then counted with the following results: 

Selectman for 3 years: J. Edward Mattial had 102 votes, de- 
clared elected. Lawrence W. Rathburn had 49 votes; Raymond L.

Road Agent for | year: Wesley H. Tarr, Sr. had 98 votes, 
declared elected. Charles H. McDonald had 64 votes, Francis F. 
Parker had 24 votes, Ralph Clark had 1 vote, Fred Davis had 1 


vote, 


Constable for 1 year: Leo P. Dion had 175 votes, declared 
elected. Fred Davis had 2 votes, John A. Luoma had 1 vote, George 
Kendall had I vote, Leonard Gilman had 1 vote. 


Fire Chief for 1 year: Alton A. Chamberlain had 170 votes, 
declared elected. Francis Parker had 2 votes, Ralph Bemis had 1 
vote, John W. St. Peter had 1 vote, Roland Knight had 1 vote, 
Ralph Clark had 1 vote. 


A motion to adjourn came at 8:53 P.M.

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1966-December 
31, 1967: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1966 and De- 
cember 31, 1967 are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein 
the financial condition of the Town changed from a Surplus of 
$16,118.87 to a net Debt of $5,863.35 during 1967. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town 
during the year in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the 
change indicated therein. 


Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures— 
Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 & A-4) 


Comparative Statements of appropriations and expenditures, 
estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1967, are presented in Exhibits A-3 & A-4. As indicated by the 
budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a net unexpended balance of ap- 
propriations of $38.80, plus a revenue surplus of $1,092.55, resulted 
in a net budget surplus of $1,131.35. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 
A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1967, made up in accordance with the 
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uniform classification of accounts, is included in Exhibits B-1l. 
Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1967, is in- 
dicated in Exhibit B-2. 
Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit G) 
A statement of the outstanding long term indebtedness as of 
December 31, 1967, showing annual debt service requirements, is 
contained in Exhibit G. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipts and disbursements of public funds were ex- 
amined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were com- 
pared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in 
the books of record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
possible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book bal- 
ances were verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances 
made from statements submitted by depository banks. Verifica- 
tion of uncollected taxes was made by mailing notices to delin- 
quent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records. The 
amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes indicated in this 
report are therefore subject to any changes which may be neces- 
sitated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus: 
The current surplus (excess of total assets over current liabili- 


ties) decreased by $1,532.22, from $25,468.87 to $23,936.65 in 
1967, as shown herewith:

TOWN LIBRARY FOR 1967 


We are privileged to have the continued services of Librarian 
Louise Bergeron who donates many hours of work a week in addi- 
tion to the four hours the library is officially open. Her dedication 
in helping the children with their school assignments and concern 
for the reading interests of our adults has resulted in increased cir- 
culation and library use. 


The library is functioning more efficiently with the comple- 
tion of the card catalog last June and the addition of a good built- 
in shelf to hold it. We also added a table and benches for our 
little children. A much needed coat of paint was given the floor 
and with that we completed improvements to our present library 
building. 


We have concentrated our book buying this year on adult 
non-fiction, young adult and children’s books. Although we have 
not had the funds to build our adult fiction collection we have 
been fortunate in having several volumes given to the library and 
some of these have currently been on the best seller list. The pur- 
chase of reference books with the State Library grant of $100, dele- 
gated for that purpose, is increasing our reference library and ex- 
panding our services to the school children and library users. 


The state library continues to aid us through our district li- 
brary consultant, Cynthia Postal, and the advantageous book pur- 
chasing, and the Bookmobile which comes to Harrisville every 
10 weeks. We have been taking over 200 volumes each time the 
Bookmobile is in town and we urge you to drop in and look over 
these stimulating books as well as those in our permanent collec- 
tion. 


We hope in the future to take advantage of other benefits 
deriving from this affiliation with the State Library such as their 
excellent film and record collection which are available for our use.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


On looking back, 1967 has been very satisfying to the Library. 
A definite pattern has been set, as a number of Adults and many 
children, particularly, now come to the Library regularly. The 
children’s group includes children from three years up; a few regu- 
lars are even younger. This goes along with the theory that Read- 
ers start at a young age. The response from the High School group 
is most gratifying. They work hard and show a great deal of inter- 
est in getting materials for assignments. The Reference books re- 
ceived from the State Grants, plus many books received from local 
donors, have been a big help to these students. More books from 
the last Grant are on order and expected at any moment and more 
have been promised, which will add more material for the stu- 
dents’ use. 


It is also satisfying to review our circulation for the year. It 
is as follows: 
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Adult fiction, 914; non-fiction, 433, total 1347. (This includes 
Reference and Required Reading for High Schools). 


Children fiction, 1188; Non-fiction 251, total 1493. 
Magazines 135. 


Comparisons with periods of July to Dec. 1966 and 1967 
show a gain of: 


Adult fiction, 1.47%+; Children’s fiction, 64+%; Adult Non- 
fiction, 1.63+%; Children’s Non-fiction, — over 3.00%. 


Library hours on Monday remain 6:30-8:30 P.M. Wednes- 
days, 3:00-5:00 P.M. (To accommodate children better). 


Our work to increase the number of books in the Children’s 
section continues and 28 books were purchased for this. We added 
15 books for Adults, which also serve for books on “The Required 
List” books. We aim to build up these lists so that students can 
rely on this library for outside reading. In order to expose both 
adults and children to as many books as possible, we took advan- 
tage of the Bookmobile. Since Feb., 1967, we took 494 Adult and 
602 children’s books. In addition, 50 extra requested books were 
sent to us from the State Branch in Keene, and 25 directly from 
the State Library. 


We were most fortunate to receive approximately 200 books 
this past year. These included Classics, best of Poetry, Biographies, 
Reference books and good fiction. We were pleased to receive some 
current books on the Best Seller Lists which we didn’t feel we could 
afford. We also are the possessors of an especially beautiful book 
on Angling. All these are most appreciated. It is at the request of 
some donors, that we divulge no names. Again our thanks to the 
donors who have kept up the supply of popular magazines which 
are in much demand, as the Library subscribes to only 5 maga- 
zines, 


Our hope at this time is to continue to be of service to all. 
We do regret that we cannot better serve all parts of the village 
more adequately and do hope that this can be remedied somehow 
during the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE ASST. SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF 
HARRISVILLE 


It is with great pleasure that I submit this, my first annual 
report. 


As most people realize, Harrisville and four other towns 
have been joined together with the City of Keene to form New 
Hampshire Supervisory Union 29. This superintendent of 
schools office is responsible for representing the state in the 
area of supervision and administration, but the Harrisville 
School District continues to operate as a separate entity prepar- 
ing, voting, and supervising the expenditures of its own local 
school district budget. 


No staff changes took place between the last school year 
and the present one, and this alone greatly assisted a smooth 
transition to the new Supervisory Union. 


Anticipated enrollment for the coming school year shows 
a slight increase from the present total of sixty. The larger 
numbers of Children will be concentrated in the lower grades, 
so consideration is being given to assigning children to rooms 
by some means other than grade. 


Later in the present school year the fifth and sixth graders 
will spend one week of outdoor nature study at Camp Union. 

A new range was installed for the lunch program. It is quite 
an asset to Mrs. Bosworth. 


The Christmas Music Program, prepared through the ef- 
forts of the classroom teachers and the music supervisor, was 
presented on the afternoon of December 14, 1967. The program 
was well attended and well received. 


The proposed budget for the school year 1968-1969 shows 
an increase of $2,090.00, or 2.6%. The item of teachers’ salaries 
is the largest single increase, but also the most necessary and 
most worthwhile. Teachers are the heart and soul of education. 
It is the teachers who determine the quality of education, rather 
than the books, the supplies, the building, or the equipment. 
The shortage of teachers, and the even greater shortage of good 
teachers, necessitates salaries which are competitive. 


I wish to thank the teachers, board members, and citizens 
for their cooperation and assistance in this first year of the 
newly organized Supervisory Union. Without this the smooth 
transition would not have been possible.

Many of you are familiar with the Monadnock Children’s 
Special Services Center because of the information provided to 
you last year, either in the form of town reports or in notices 
sent home by the school to you as parents, or as interested board 
members. I would just like to review this briefly with you, and 
then tell you some of the activities that are in progress within 
the Center and within the four supervisory unions served by it. 


The Center, established under a Title III grant from the 
U.S. Government, diagnoses, evaluates, and provides follow-up 
activities for children with learning problems which made it 
difficult or impossible for them to function in the present class- 
room situation. This service is free to all school children in the 
four school systems of Cheshire County. It has a well qualified 
staff who bring experiences from different parts of the country 
and includes two full time psychologists, one full and two part 
time social workers, one full and four part time educational con- 
sultants, three part time speech therapists, and consultants of 
pediatrics, neurology, and psychiatry. 


As of October 31, 1967, the Keene Supervisory Union with 
its related towns, sent in 138 referral forms in which they re- 
quested specific answers to problems relative to a child. The 
majority of these children have been evaluated, conferences 
have been held at the Center with parents and teachers, and 
many of the children are now receiving periodic visits from 
members of the Center staff. The educational consultants go to 
the school and talk with the teacher and we also provide any 
remedial or diagnostic support that we can obtain. In many 
cases, we have made recommendations that children be changed 
to another class or another situation, so they will realize their 
maximum growth in the school. School personnel have been 
most willing to cooperate in following our recommendations. 
The parents provide helpful background information, and are 
receptive to suggestions made at the time of parent conferences. 


The Center is providing speech therapy programs and has 
had workshops for teachers at the Center to explore new techni- 
ques and to inform them of additional resource materials avail- 
able. Much of this material is on display at the Center.
